The Marett Farm & Seed Company was organized to do plant breeding 
work in heavy field seeds in 1918. During the time from that date to the 
present, we have shipped seed into most of the counties of the Southeast, and 
the volume has been sufficient to establish a confidence that we treasure 
very highly. Our able staff of Plant Breeders has made it possible not only 
for us to develop new and superior strains and varieties of cotton, corn and 
small grain, but the extensive selection work, together with hybrid work 
has enabled us to introduce new varieties which have brought to the grower — 
many thousands of dollars in increased production per acre. 


SMALL GRAIN 


In recent years we found it profitable to have on our farms a green- 
house for work with rust disease. It gives a better opportunity for thor- 
oughly testing selections which can then be transplanted to the field. This 
equipment enables us to work with many thousands of selections each season. 

In addition to the work with the various races of rust, and also with the 
striped leaf disease of barley, there is also being conducted a very extensive 
program of breeding for resistance in the small grains to the different forms 
of smut.

Ac- 
cording to bloom count in our 
variety test it shows to be a 
little earlier than White Gold 2- 
A. In money value per acre it is 
superior to any White Gold of- 
fered thus far and holds a slight. 
lead over the 2-A. It carries a 
more uniform cover of lint than 
any of our other White Golds, thus giving us a better spinning quality and 
better breaking strength. The type of plant is very uniform with a very 
uniform deep lobe leaf. It is a semi-wilt resistant variety. Picking quality 
is the very best. Our stock is very limited. These seed are Ceresan treated.

It is not being offered un- 
der a new strain number be- 
cause of other similarities to the 
previous strain number. This is 
an excellent wilt resistant va- 
riety of cotton.

(Increase Block 3-2-5-10-21-21) 


STAPLE: 1 1/32’’ full, normal seasons. CHARACTER: Excellent. SEASON: Very 
early. SIZE Bouu: 62 to 68 to pound. PIckING QUALITY: Excellent. PER CENT 
Lint: 40 to 42. TypE PLANT: Open, 2 to 3 lateral branches. 


This variety is offered under a 
new increase block number com- 
ing from the original strain No. 
1-A. This means an out and out 
new selection number with a 
little longer staple over that of- 
fered last year. Some local mar- 
kets especially desire this length 
cotton. The extra high per cent 
lint together with the extra 
earliness that it carries, makes it 
very desirable for a good many 
sections for the upper Piedmont 
Area. . ; 
The earliness of this variety, 
the extra per cent lint for the 
length staple it carries, makes it 
especially desirable for terri- 
tories that have _ heretofore 
grown some of the shorter cot- 
tons that would not make inch 


staples. This cotton is not re- 
sistant to cotton wilt but does live some better than some non-wilt varieties.

Grain: White, medium flinty, medium deep, to 
deep. 16 to 18 rows to cob. PROLIFICNESS: 2 to 3 ears to stalk (usually 2). 
Cos: Small red. PER CENT GRAIN TO Cos: 86 to 88. SHucK: Medium heavy, 
covering ear well. WEEVIL RESISTANCE: Good. 


We are offering for the first time our new Strain 14. Each year we have made 
our ear selections from the stalks. Some from the plant-to-row and some from the 
increase block. Each ear is shelled separately to determine the per cent of grain to 
cob and from this information we get our increase blocks. The higher yielding rows 
are always multiplied further. This enables us to keep up the cross pollination vigor 
within the variety. The shuck cover over the end of the ear gives you weevil pro- 
tection, a point we have tried to keep in mind all along.
